would limit services.” 

Coroner Kenny Perry, displaying a 
graph prepared by County Treasurer 
Phipps detailing the county’s financial 
dilemma, questioned Conley’s manage- 
ment of county finances. 

Stating that the county had $1.5 mil- 
lion in the bank before Judge Conley 
took office, Perry said, “What happened 
to that money? Now it’s gone; to me that 
is mismanagement. Judge Conley 
dropped the ball, and now working 
people have to pay for it. Why should 
we put our faith in him?” 

Conley said increased operating costs 
and previous debt obligations account 
for the expenditure of any surpluses. 

“It costs more to do business today 
than it did five years ago due to rising 
fuel and jail costs, etc.,” Conley said. 
“We are also repaying a $4 million bond 
debt incurred by the previous adminis- 
tration, which amounts to $400,000 per 
year until 2019-2020. That leaves no 
money in the general fund for extra 
spending, and is beyond my control.”

Steelworkers strike puts hospital 
workers at ARH on the picket line

Union workers at Appalachian Re- 
gional Healthcare hospitals are on strike 
after ARH and United Steel Workers 
(USW) represenatives failed to agree on 
a new labor contract early Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Approximately 100 local home 
health, home care store and hospital 
employees are participating in the strike, 
with a picket line established across the 
street from Morgan County ARH. 

Norvin Thompson, Morgan County 
ARH employee and president of the 
Local 9148 United Steel Workers 
(USW) Union, said employees are pro- 
testing several proposed benefit cuts re- 
garding insurance coverage, wage in- 
creases, pensions and time off for certi- 
fied nurse aids, licensed practical nurses, 



housekeeping, maintenance and clerical 
staff. 

“ARH is trying to take away several 
things from us in their latest labor con- 
tract with USW,” Thompson said. “The 
low wage increases are a huge insult, 
along with all of the cuts. It seems they 
want to strip us of everything - hide, hair 
and guts.” 

Thompson said contract negotiations 
are currently underway with a federal 
mediator and ARH representatives. 

“Herb Fetti, a federal mediator, has 
been at the negotiation table, along with 
ARH negotiator Jim Johnson,” Thomp- 
son said. “There have also been repre- 
sentatives from all nine ARH hospitals 
involved in the process. The results of 
these talks could have a widespread ef- 
fect on this region.” 



ARH said its hospitals have imple- 
mented a contingency plan for nursing 
and technician coverage to care for pa- 
tients during the strike and hope for a 
speedy resolution of the issues. 

Thompson said strikers, who are pro- 
hibited from entering ARH buildings, 
will picket as long as necessary, though 
a few have crossed the picket line. 

“We are ready to go back to the table 
at any time,” Thompson said. “We want 
these issues resolved as quickly as pos- 
sible, but we will do whatever it takes 
to win this strike.” 

The USW represents approximately 
2,400 ARH employees (approximately 
60 percent of ARH’s workforce) in nine 
hospitals. Registered nurses, who belong 
to the KNA/WVNA union, are not par- 
ticipating in the strike. 



Judge Exec, says tax 
necessary to prevent 
general fund deficit 

Mismanagement charge 
leveled at Conley during 
meeting last Thursday

Judge Executive Tim Conley and 
District 1 Magistrate Denzil Potter con- 
ducted the final public forum in a series 
of meetings regarding a possible payroll 
tax last Thursday at the County Office 
Building, with numerous concerned citi- 
zens present and many voicing opposi- 
tion to the proposed levy. 

A standing room only crowd of ap- 
proximately 100 fired inquiries for three 
hours at Conley, who presented avail- 
able options to ease the county’s finan- 
cial woes. 

“The purpose of this forum is to let 
everyone know what is going on with 
county government,” Conley said. “The 
state mandates a balanced budget by July 
and I was elected to do what I have to 
do (to comply with that mandate).” 

Potter and District 3 Magistrate 
Stanley Riggsby, who was also in atten- 
dance, said they intend to vote no to the 
tax, which Conley estimated would gen- 
erate approximately $800,000 annually. 

Conley shared with the crowd County 
Treasurer Tommy Phipps’s budget esti- 
mate for the 2007-2008 fiscal year, 
which indicates a significant pending 
deficit, due in part to $392,000 in an- 
ticipated jail costs and a $65,000 bud- 
get overrun in the sheriff’s department 
budget. 

“As of now, the state has provided 
two options to fix this problem,” Conley 
said. “There is an insurance premium tax 
- which we already have - or there is a 
payroll tax. Other taxes, such as utility 
and fire taxes, cannot bring in enough 
revenue to balance general funds and

Problems Abound And 
Deadlock Reached

FRANKFORT — In 1990, 
under order of the Kentucky Su- 
preme Court, the General Assem- 
bly spent the better part of a year 
studying how best to reform the 
state’s entire public school sys- 
tem and reform the methods nec- 
essary to finance it to meet the 
high court’s mandate. 

Legislators — Democrats and 
Republicans side by side — sat 
on committees that brought to the 
Capitol national experts on 
school governance, curriculum, 
testing and finance. They worked 
closely with members of then- 
Gov. Wallace Wilkinson’s ad- 
ministration. 

The result was the 1990 Ken- 
tucky Education Reform Act and 
a new public school system that 
continues today to receive na- 
tional attention. 

Legislators were able to ap- 
prove a one-cent increase in the 
sales tax to raise $1 billion to pay 
for the new system. 

In 1997, newly-elected Gov. 
Paul Patton used his inaugural 
address to challenge the state’s 
higher education system to re- 
form itself so that Kentucky’s 
universities and colleges could 
reach national stature within 20 



years. 

When the higher education 
establishment was unable to meet 
Patton’s challenge, he took on the 
task himself. 

The result was a bold change 
in how the higher education sys- 
tem operates and hundreds of 
millions of new dollars to help 
universities achieve their indi- 
vidual goals and missions. 

The legislation enacting 
higher education reform was 
hashed out in committees of the 
General Assembly meeting in 
public. Compromises were made. 
Deals were struck. 

Mission was accomplished. 

Especially in the way it went 
about crafting KERA, the Gen- 
eral Assembly demonstrated the 
often-chaotic legislative process 
was capable of rising to a tough 
challenge. 

Fast forward to the 2007 Gen- 
eral Assembly session that ended 
last week. 



versity campuses, and to spend a 
part of excess revenues for ex- 
panded facilities at the Kentucky 
Horse Park for the World Eques- 
trian Games in 2010 and to help 
businesses at Lake Cumberland 
cope with the sharp lake draw- 
down while Wolf Creek Dam is 
being shorn up. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher proposed 
using $250 million of the revenue 
excess to help the state employee 
and teachers’ retirement systems. 

Then, with only days remain- 
ing to pass legislation in early 
March, the Senate leadership — 
Republican and Democrat — 
came forth with a plan to borrow 
more than $800 million for both 
retirement systems and to reduce 
sharply and partially privatize the 
pension benefits of future state 
government workers. 

With barely a hearing, that 
plan passed the Senate and was 
sent to the House with essentially 
a “pass it or else” attached. 

No studies were made or 
cited. No witnesses were called. 
The Senate spent more time de- 
bating about a cervical cancer 
vaccine than issuing huge new 
debt and making historic changes 
in future state employee pen- 
sions, changes that almost inevi- 
tably will extend eventually to 
local government and university 
employees and perhaps even 
public school teachers and per- 
sonnel. 

All of this was worked out 
without any public input, debate 
or knowledge of what was going 
on. 

The House was ready and ea- 
ger to take on more than $800 
million in new debt, but balked 
at changing state employee re- 
tirement benefits. 

The Senate, in turn, refused to 
approve all the spending on 
projects. 

No one questions that making 
the retirement systems fiscally 
sound is going to be very expen- 
sive. No one doubts that gener- 
ous retirement benefits, espe- 
cially in regard to health insur- 
ance, must be examined criti- 
cally. 



Everyone knows the state 
employee and teachers’ retire- 
ment systems are seriously 
underfunded, and a financial, cri- 
sis in only a few years distant. 
But legislators went about their 
business through January and 
February, planning to approve 
$370 million in new debt mainly 
for construction project s on uni- 



But such important and costly 
legislation should never materi- 
alize out of the ether and become 
law overnight. 

It should receive at least as 
much public attention and seri- 
ous scrutiny as KERA and higher 
education reform. 



The big question is whether 
the General Assembly of 2007 is 
up to the challenges met by leg- 
islators in 1990 and 1997.

Conley also stated funds are 
needed to maintain volunteer fire 
departments and emergency ser- 
vices operations. 

“I don’t think firefighters and 
rescue squad members should 
have to raise money so they can 
volunteer their time,” Conley 
said. “Who do I have to blame if 
one of my children is in an acci- 
dent and emergency services 
doesn’t have the appropriate 
equipment to save them? Only 
myself, if I do nothing to fund 
firefighters and rescue workers.” 
Local volunteer firefighter 
Joshua James concurred. 

“I gladly volunteer my time to 
three fire departments and the 
rescue squad, in addition to 
working two jobs,” James said. 
“I’m not asking for a paycheck, 
but I expect to have up-to-date 
equipment to provide fire protec- 
tion with. If I am killed in the line 
of duty because I don’t have ad- 
equate turnout gear due to lack 
of funding, who is going to go 
tell my wife exactly why I died?” 
Though James’s words were 
met with applause, many citi- 
zens, including UNITE volunteer 
Carol Finch Adkins, questioned 
the fairness of a payroll tax. 

“I understand we need money 
to fund certain services,” Adkins

said. “But I believe everyone 
should be taxed, not just work- 
ers. That is only fair, as we have 
some people who do not work 
and use their government income 
to buy illegal drugs, etc. They 
should be required to help work- 
ers carry this burden.” 

Conley said the tax could be 
terminated when county debts are 
paid if a repeal is written into the 
ordinance. 

“The tax doesn’t have to stay 
forever,” Conley said. “I don’t 
want to pay it either, but I can’t 
change the law. I’m not going to 
run away from this problem, and 
those who do not agree with that 
will have the chance to oust me 
in four more years.” 

The fiscal court will further 
discuss the payroll tax and other 
budgetary issues with represen- 
tatives from the state finance de- 
partment at its next regular meet- 
ing Wednesday, April 1 1 , at the 
County Office Building. The 
meeting will start at 5:00 p.m. 



What happened? Many re- 
ports have indicated that there is 
as much as $400 million in in- 
creased revenue this year. Our 
county governments were count- 
ing on the General Assembly to 
help us on the run-off election 
and on the county jails. What 
counties got is a run-off that is 
for the governor’s primary only 
and must be paid for mostly from 
county funds. The state will pay 
$300 per precinct and the county 



has to pay the remainder. Accord- 
ing to companies that set up the 
voting machines, the run- off will 
be much more expensive because 
of the time frame (35 days from 
primary to run-off). People from 
other states will have to be 
brought into Kentucky to help set 
up the machines and prepare 
them for the run-off election. We 
all know the cost is going up 
when personnel is imported from 
other states. However, the state’s 
cost is fixed at $300 per precinct. 

(NOTE: Morgan County 
Clerk Randy Williams said the 
run-off election will cost an esti- 
mated $8,000 of which the state 
will pay $3,600, leaving the 
county to come up with the re- 
mainder. ) 

County officials begged for 
some relief with their county 
jails. Much is needed, but for this 
session, counties only asked for 
help with their medical expenses 
(for inmates) and $25,000 per 
county in the jail bed allotment. 
This amounted to around #3 mil- 
lion of state money. People that 
are arrested and placed in the 
county jail are there for breaking 
a state law. They will be tried in 
state court and guilty or not, the 
county will pay for their jail stay. 
The relief we got was in the pas- 
sage of HB 191, which in fact 
helps with the medical expenses 
of the jail. But the benefits are 
still undetermined. 

What counties are really get- 
ting is a bill for the run-off elec- 
tion, an amount that could exceed 
$7 million, and continued run- 
away jail costs with little help. 

County taxpayers will cough 
up the money for the election and 
the jails while the General As- 
sembly sits on $200 to $400 mil- 
lion dollars. What happened? 

Maybe the governor can add 
this to the call if he decides to 
call a special legislative session.

Ghost of Winding Stair 

Hard Times Nothing New 



”A one and a half percent 
payroll tax! I’m being taxed 
enough the way it is! That’s 250 
dollars of my money. That 
means I’ll have to work a week 
and a half a year just to pay the 
tax! That’s not fair! I might as 
well quit my job at the bank!” 
These were Peggy’s words as I 
told her what the judge execu- 
tive has proposed. I said, “What 
do you think about me? The tax 
will take 750 of my dollars!” 
That’s a thousand dollars of our 
hard earned money!” 

Peggy just dropped her head 
in disbelief and stormed off into 
the other room and I follered 
her, not knowing what to do, but 
knowin for shore if Peggy ain’t 
happy, then there ain”t no happy 
in this house. 

Peggy looked at me with a 
fire in her eye matchin that 
beautiful red hair and she said, 
“Arson, you’ve got to do some- 
thing. You’ve got to stop this! I 
don’t make any money the way 
it is. How can they do this?” 

I put my arms around my pre- 
cious Peggy and looked her in 
the eye and said, “I promise I’ll 
go to every meeting and I’ll do 
everything I can to stop this.” 

That night before we closed 
our eyes to sleep we went 
through the same we have for 
the past 20 years. Peggy laid her 
head on my shoulder and held 
me a little tighter and said, “If 
you dream, will you take me 
with you?” And just like clock 
work, I said what I always say, 
“Honey, you are my dream.” 

My mind drifted back to 
when we first met. I was workin 
on the Brent Spence Bridge on 
the Ohio River going into Cin- 
cinnati and she was workin at 
Super America in Covington 
and I would go down there on 
break and get pop for the men. 
We struck up a friendship and it 
turned to love and I brought her 
to Morgan County and I didn’t 
give her no directions back to 
Covington and she’s been with 
me ever since. 

My mind drifted back 20 
years when I brought her up the 
holler where we live now and I 
stopped the car and we got out 
and there was nothing but a big 
ole hill covered with a forest of 
trees and I said, “I;m gonna 
build you a house right here.” 
She looked me in the eye and 
hugged me real tight just like 
she does every ni v ght and said, 
“I believe in you Arson. I know 
you’re a man of your word and 
you will never let me down and I 



will always take up your slack 
and help you when you need me. 

”We didn’t have any money 
way back when we were first 
gettin started. We were rentin a 
house in Malone and workin on 
the house on the weekend and of 
a night through the week. We 
paid for it as we went and it took 
us a year just to get it under roof. 
Then we decided we wanted a 
basement, so we dug it out by 
hand. It took two months. We 
didn’t have the walls up on the 
second floor. All we had was 
two by four studding and it was 
getting way up in November 
when Peggy came to me and 
said, “Arson, let’s move in the 
house. It will save us the rent 
money and we can use that to 
buy the rest of the materials for 
the house.” I told her, “We don’t 
have a bathroom in yet and it’s 
winter.” She said, “Build us a 
outhouse. I told her the first six- 
teen years of my life I used an 
outhouse cause that’s all Mama 
and Papa could afford. It’s win- 
ter and them toiPet seats don’t 
feel so good on your rear end 
when the temperature gets be- 
low freezing.” Peggy was game, 
but I put a bathroom in and then 
she wouldn’t have it till we 
moved in on December 15, 
1987. 

The house had no insulation 
and the only heat we had was a 
wood stove. There were walls 
around the outside of the base- 
ment and walls and a door 
around the bathroom with a dirt 
wall back in the hill. The back of 
our bed sat against a dirt wall 
and the floor was concrete. 
When we woke up of a mornin 
most of the time the fire had 
died down to nothin or was out 
completely. You could see your 
breath when you woke up and I 
would build a fire and Peggy 
would get the kids up. Sabrina 
was 12 and Jason was 9 years 
old. They would sit next to the 
fire and their backsides would 
get warm and then they’d turn 
around and warm their front 
sides. They would take turns us- 
ing the bathroom and getting 
ready for school. 

Peggy would put my over- 
coat and my work boots on and 
walk outside, around the house 
and up the the second floor 
where the kitchen was supposed 
to be and where the electric was, 
and she would cook our break- 
fast out in the open in the dead 
of winter. There were no walls, 
just two by fours and cold wind 
and sometimes the snow or rain 



would blow in. In one month we 
had the kitchen boxed in up- 
stairs, but we still didn’t have a 
sink, so she had to bring the 
dishes down to the bathroom 
and do them in a dishpan. 

The two kids walked a half 
mile to the road to catch the 
school bus of a morning, but of 
the evening they got off the bus 
at the waterfall, which was 
about 500 feet from the house. 

Peggy cooked our meals all 
that winter by walkin around the 
house and up to the second floor 
in the freezing cold and come 
spring, we had enough money to 
buy a sink and insulation. By the 
next year we had the whole 
house boxed in and I even built 
stairs up to the kitchen so Peggy 
wouldn’t have to walk around in 
the cold. 

Every year we did a little 
more to the house and when I 
faltered, she was always there to 
pick up the slack. Now we have 
a nice, comfortable home that 
we paid for as we went. We did 
without and lived within our 
means, and I would not trade 
that part of our lives (the hardest 
part) for all of the days I lived 
before that. 

Hard times make us stronger 
and develops character, and 
lookin’ back, it shows us who 
we really are so that we can rise 
to the test of the trials and tribul 
ations ahead. 

As I lay there in the darkness 
I felt the warmth of the woman I 
fell in love with 21 years ago 
and as she lays her head on my 
shoulder I know in my heart that 
she trusts and believes in me and 
she’s countin on me to never let 
her down. All I can do is the best 
I can to stop this payroll tax. If 
hard times are comin, well, 
we’ve been there before and we 
know who we are. Me and 
Peggy’s walked down that road 
before.

Campton man 
held in Mafoffm 
bomb incident 

SALYERSVILLE — A 
Campton man has been charged 
with placing a homemade bomb 
under the hood of a sport utility 
vehicle he drove to work March 
26 and parked near the Magoffin 
County Courthouse. 

Randy J. Back, 33, was ar- 
rested by State Police the fol- 
lowing day and charged with 
second degree use of a weapon 
of mass destruction and first de- 
gree wanton endangerment. 

State Police said Back, an 
employee of Influent, a 
telemarketing firm located in 
Salyersville, made a false report 
that caused a Magoffin County 
sheriff’s deputy to endanger his 
life while investigating the re- 
port. 

Police said the bomb con- 
sisted of two blasting caps and 
one “ booster,” which police de- 
scribed as similar to TNT. 

Back, who is being held in 
the Big Sandy Regional Jail in 
Paintsville under a $100,000 
cash bond, claimed he is being “ 
framed” and linked the incident 
to a custody dispute with his 
former wife. 

Back said he was returning 
their three children to their 
mother at the Wolfe County 
courthouse in Campton on Sun- 
day afternoon when a call about 
the explosive device was made 
to the 911 center in Morgan 
County on a cell phone he no 
longer uses. 

“Why would I do that?” he 
said during an interview with a 
reporter. “Why would I ride 
around with a bomb in my car 
for two days?”

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Unproductive legislative session ends

Despite the failure to pass two 
high profile pieces of legislation, 
the Kentucky General Assembly 
ended its annual regular session 
Tuesday night. 

In the final hours, a flurry of 
meetings between House and 
Senate member produced a com- 
promise that allowed a social 
worker safety bill to pass. 

During the meetings, the pro- 
visions of the bill were attached 
to another Senate bill and was 
passed unanimously by both 
houses. 

The bill provides about $6 mil- 
lion to provide funding for doz- 
ens of new social workers, open 
visitation centers and other mea- 
sures to protect workers. 

The Boni Bill, named in honor 
of Boni Frederick, a social worker 
aide who was murdered while 
conducting an in-home visit, was 
luckier than some bills. 

Last year, Gov. Ernie Fletcher 
vetoed several construction 
projects approved by the General 
Assembly because he was con- 
cerned the state couldn’t pay for 
the work. During this session, 
Speaker of the House Jody 
Richards introduced House Bill 1 
that would restore funding to the 
vetoed projects. Because the 
state’s financial picture had im- 
proved, Fletcher supported restor- 
ing the project. 

Although HB 1 passed the 
House unanimously in early 
March, the bill became stuck in a 
Senate committee and was not 
heard from again during the regu- 
lar session. Richards said the lead- 
ership in the Senate was delaying 
action on HB 1 in hopes of get- 
ting a bill passed designed to 
overhaul the state employee re- 



tirement system. 

Richards opposed taking up 
the retirement system legislation 
during this shortened session be- 
cause there wasn’t enough time 
to study the impact of the 
changes proposed in the Senate. 

In rejecting Richards’ claims, 
Senate President David Williams 
said the retirement system prob- 
lem needed to be addressed as 
quickly as possible because the 
problem would only get worse. 

Under the Senate’s pension 
reform plan, the state would sell 
over $800 million in bonds. The 
infusion of cash would cover pro- 
jected shortfalls in the state 
worker pension funds without 
changing the level of benefits 
current workers receive. If the 
plan is approved, new hires 
would receive a smaller pension 
but could also receive income 
from investments made in their 



name. 

Supporters of the Senate re- 
form package are concerned that 
the fund could be empty by 2022 
if nothing is done. 

In the end, neither side got 
what they wanted but the fight 
might continue. 

On March 8, Fletcher told re- 
porters that if the pension system 
reforms were not addressed dur- 
ing the regular session, he would 
consider calling the General As- 
sembly back in session to tackle 
the problem. 

The conflict between the two 
houses also prevented several 
other projects and bills from be- 
ing considered, including fund- 
ing for a new stadium at the Ken- 
tucky Horse Park, a bill that 
would allow spouses of the vic- 
tims of Comair Flight 5 1 9 1 to sue 
for loss of companionship and 
changing the state’s run-off elec- 



tion laws. 

Unless Fletcher calls the legis- 
lature back into session, it will 
remain adjourned until Jan. 8, 
2008. 

In other news from the General 
Assembly: 

Fletcher has signed a bill that 
could increase the speed limit to 
70 mile per hour. 

The new law would only be 
enacted on parkways or interstates 
following an engineering safety 
study. The decision to raise the 
limit will be left up to the Trans- 
portation Cabinet secretary. 

Fletcher said that the higher 
limit has not impacted highway 
safety in other state that has made 
the change. 

In a statement, Transportation 
Cabinet Secretary Bill Nighbert 
said the changes would not be au- 
tomatic. 

“The speed limit on any sec- 
tion of road will only be increased 
after engineering and traffic stud- 
ies provide us with the assurance 
that an increase would be reason- 
able and safe,” Nighbert said. “We 
believe this bill will facilitate the 
mobility of people and products, 
which is another plus for 
Kentucky’s economy.” 

A new bill designed to increase 
the safety of Kentucky under- 
ground miners has been signed 
into law. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Brent Yonts, D-Greenville, will 
create jobs for up to 15 new safety 
inspectors and require two annual 
electrical and four underground 
inspections. 

The new law also requires that 
groups of miners be equipped with 
multi-gas detectors while under- 
ground. 

The bill unanimously passed 
both the House and Senate.

Those of us who are striking are not only members of the Local 9148 United Steelwork- 
ers Union, but also your family, neighbors, friends, patrons and voters. We are the ones 
who provide the care and services you receive in the hospital. We take your x-rays, help fill 
your prescriptions, draw your blood, give breathing treatments, answer your call bell, 
supply you with home equipment, direct your calls, and try to quell your fears. We are the 
heart of Morgan County ARH. 

With our earnings we support local government, school systems, churches and busi- 
nesses. That is why we want you to know what is happening. 

On March 31, the contract between the United Steelworkers Union and ARH, Inc. expired. 
In negotiations for a new contract, ARH leadership in Lexington made proposals that are 
totally unacceptable to union members of all 9 ARH hospitals. The proposals included: 

• An increase in employee contributions for health insurance while limiting doctor, 
clinic, and hospital choices. 

• Capping retirement benefits for older workers. 

• Establishing “flex” time for workers, which would eliminate the 8-hour work day 
and essentially overtime. (Over 40 hours per week would earn overtime pay, but 
scheduling would be at the discretion of ARH - employees could be asked to work 12 
hours or more with no overtime and could be scheduled to work 6 consecutive days 
12 hours with no over time.) While ARH management says this situation will not 
occur, we need only to look at ARH RN staffing in past years to see reality. 

• Limiting “sick leave” to personal illness only. Our old contract established “...sick 
leave for the illness of a dependent, spouse or child.” 

• Requiring employees to buy their own short-term and long-term disability 
insurance. 

• Raises of $300 lump sum payment the first year (this amounts to about .07 (cents) an 
hour; and a 1% increase the following two years, which would average about .12 
(cents) an hour. 

• And requiring 7 years of service for all newly hired employees before paying them 
rates equal to senior employees performing the same job. 

As Stated Above 

• All ARH hospitals are represented by the USW Union. 

• All ARH unions refused to accept this contract. 

• As union members we fell we must honor the work 
stoppage until ARH leadership negotiates a fair contract.

A “fluter” - an antique device owned by Jean May, of West Liberty 
- is a curiosity of an earlier time. 



FLUTER. The curious cast- 
iron device pictured here, an an- 
tique owned by my aunt, Jean 
May, of West Liberty is called a 
fluter. 

Broadly, that term is used to 
describe any device or mecha- 
nism that makes flutes (grooves 
or channels) in any material (an 
example being a small gouge 
used to carve grooves in wood). 

However, this crank- operated 
device is a fluter used to produce 
the channels in a material such 
as “the muslin of a lady’s ruffle” 
(according to The Oxford English 
Dictionary). The process is called 
fluting , that is, “The action of 
making flutes, in frills, ruffles, 
etc.). 

Obviously, an old-fashioned 
collar or the like was fed between 
the fluted rollers while the crank 
was turned, imparting a ruffled 
look. (An associated device, from 
the same period, was a fluting 
iron , one having a corrugated sur- 
face and so used for pressing the 
ruffles created by a fluter. 

Raised lettering on the base of 
this fluter informs that it was a 



product of M. Greenwood, Manu- 
facturer, of Cincinnati, Ohio. It 
was patented on July 17, 1866 
(and additionally on Nov. 10, 
1868, and March 1, 1870). 

Today, there would be little use 
for such a machine, except for 
very specialized application in 
producing costumes or the like, or 
- as in this instance - to remind 
us of a bygone time.

East Ky. Power Co-op to 
increase rates this month 



The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) has granted 
an immediate rate increase to 
East Kentucky Power Coopera- 
tive (EKPC), saying the increase 
is needed to maintain the utility’s 
financial and operational viabil- 
ity. 

Since suffering an unplanned 
outage in 2004 at one of its elec- 
tric generating facilities, “East 
Kentucky’s financial condition 
has steadily and consistently de- 
teriorated and shows no immedi- 
ate signs of improvement,” the 
PSC said in an order released re- 
cently. 

The financial problems 
threaten to impair EKPC’s opera- 
tions, which could affect the re- 
liability of service to the 16 dis- 
tribution cooperatives, which 
serve about 500,000 customers in 
89 Kentucky counties. 

EKPC’s financial condition is 
the subject of a PSC investigation 
which began last year. 

The interim rate adjustment 
effective April 1 will increase 
EKPC’s annual revenues by 
about $19 million. The rate in- 
crease will be passed through to 
the customers of the distribution 
cooperatives, with specific in- 
creases to be determined for each 



cooperative in the next 10 days. 

EKPC applied on Feb. 6, 
2007, to increase its annual rev- 
enues by $43 million. That re- 
quest remains pending before the 
PSC. 

A utility normally must wait 
at least five months before put- 
ting any proposed new rates into 
effect. When it asked for the $43 
million increase, EKPC, citing its 
financial condition, asked to be 
allowed to put the rates into ef- 
fect immediately. 

The request for immediate rate 
relief was later revised to $19 
million on an annualized basis, 
based on an agreement with other 
parties to the case, including the 
Kentucky Office of Attorney 
General. 

Regardless of whether pro- 
posed rates are put into place af- 
ter five months are allowed to 
take effect immediately, if the 
PSC eventually grants a small 
increase customers are entitled to 
a refund of the difference, with 
interest.

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Richard Watson, Elliott County’s 
only black landowner and citizen 

Since that hollow was part of Morgan County and in 1869 became Elliott County, Richard 
Watson became a landowner, a taxpayer, and a citizen of Elliott County, the only black per- 
son in the history of the county to hold a deed for even an inch of land within its boundary. 



EDITOR; S NOTE: The fol- 
lowing wonderful story of early 
days in Elliott and Morgan 
counties was written by the late 
Pierce Rose of Elliott County, 
whose column, “Rose Petals, ” 
was published for many years in 
The Elliott County News. The 
story that follows was later in- 
cluded in a collection of his best 
articles entitled, appropriately 
enough, “Rose Petals, ” pub- 
lished in 1988. 

“Here lays a hermit of several 
years of lone and solitary life, 
who was once bought as a slave 
by Raleigh Watson, and his days 
of flesh trod the path that led to a 
noble life and his remains eest 
on his own soil on the waters of 
Newcombe.” 

In t842, Newcombe Creek of 
Elliott. County was still part of 
Morgan County. Raleigh 
Watson lived on the headwaters 
of the right fork of Newcombe 
Creek and was an extensive 
landowner, specializing in cut- 
ting timber from a vast bound- 
ary of virgin timberland. 

He needed domestic help, so 
made plans to travel to Louis- 
ville to the slave market. 

It was there he bought Lou 
and her young child, Anne. 
When Watson started to leave 
the market together with Lou 
and her daughter, a young boy 
about eight years old and who 
was also to be sold on the mar- 
ket approached the group and 
cried to go with them. During 
the time the slaves had been to- 
gether at the market the boy had 
become fond of the black 
woman and Anne. 

Mr. Watson, a kind man, then 
bought the young black boy 
also. The boy was called Nigger 
Dick, a word I dislike using, so 



it shall be used only this one 
time. Of course, during the days 
of slavery that was the word 
used. In that period of time the 
Martin Luther Kings, Jackie 
Robinsons and Joe Louises were 
not around. 

I first visited the grave of 
Dick Watson about a year ago. I 
viewed the lone grave midst the 
scrub brush and briars, no sign 
of habitation around. There was 
no container or rock to indicate 
that flowers had ever been 
placed at the site. No grass had 
ever grown. I read on the 
marker: “Richard Watson died 
Dec. 28, 1909, age 75 Yrs.” It 
seemed so empty, just those few 
words about the man who had 
lain there all alone for 73 years 
and I felt that more should be 
known about him, his past life, 
and what kind of man he had 
been. 

I knew there were only a few 
still living who could provide 
me with any information. I con- 
tacted Rev. Cecil Lewis, Mona 
Woolridge, Rev. R. A. Lannin, 
Gene Lannin — all in or near 
their mid-eighties. They all re- 
membered Dick Watson and 
what they had been told by their 
parents 

Mrs. Woolridge, widow of 
the late John Woolridge, owns 
the land at present that the grave 
is located on. I have pieced to- 
gether what I hope will help to 
make known the past life of Ri- 
chard Watson while there is still 
time to learn. 

At the old Raleigh Watson 
place a small outside building 
was put up for the slaves. Their 
food was passed from the 
kitchen onto the porch outside 
where the slaves picked it up. 

Watson himself was a kind 



master and tried to do right by 
his helpers. The boy, however, 
was not permitted to attend 
school or religious services and 
spent any time he had in the sur- 
rounding forests that had no fear 
of his presence in their midst. 

Then came news that Lincoln 
had freed the slaves. I was told 
that Dick leaped for joy when he 
heard about it. Lou and Anne 
left soon and went their own 
way. As was required by the law 
back then, he now acquired the 
name of Watson, that of his pre- 
vious owner. Dick stayed on. 
After Raleigh Watson’s death, 
he stayed a few years with 
Humphrey Watson, son of Ra- 
leigh. 

The Watson family treated 
the old slave well, but except by 
a few he was never accepted. I 
learned that he often was beaten 
and robbed, though he was al- 
ways gentle and good to all he 
met. 

Lrom wages paid for his 
work he did for the Watsons and 
money he made selling hides 
from fur-bearing animals and 
roots of ginseng, he saved a tidy 
sum of money. He trusted 
Humphrey Watson to keep it for 
him as a safeguard from thieves. 

In 1871, the former slave 
bought about 200 acres of land 
from Jess Eldridge and his wife, 
Jane, paying them $300 for the 
land which was located at the 
head of a long hollow and small 
stream. He built himself a one 
room log cabin and lived out his 
life in it. 

Since that hollow was part of 
Morgan County and in 1869 be- 
came Elliott County, Richard 
Watson became a landowner, a 
taxpayer, and a citizen of Elliott 
County, the only black person in 
the history of the county (113 
years) to hold a deed for even an 
inch of land within its boundary. 
The grave is on this land and to- 
day this area is called Dick’s 
Branch. 

Mona Woolridge told me that 
Dick Watson kept a few head of 
cattle, sheep and hogs, grew wa- 
termelons and vegetables on his 
small strip of land beside the 
branch. She said he was honest 
and thrifty. 

Rev. Cecil Lewis described 
Dick as a sort of loner who 



avoided others and kept to him- 
self. Lewis said Dick would 
walk over the mountain, through 
the forest, always carrying a 
sack full of produce to a store on 
Elk Lork in Morgan County 
where he traded for supplies that 
he needed. 

On Dec. 28, 1909, a deep 
snow had fallen during the 
night, and Alonzo Lyffe, who 
passed by Dick’s cabin that 
morning noticed that no smoke 
was coming from his chimney 
and that the deep snow around 
the cabin was unbroken. Lyffe 
summoned others to investigate 
and when they entered the cabin 
found the old man half frozen on 
the floor. He was semi-con- 
scious. He had been severely 
beaten and tortured by robbers. 

Andy Adkins, a mountain 
preacher, a good man, had Dick 
placed on a sled and took him to 
his home where he died that 
night, it was thought from pneu- 
monia. 

His grave was made on a 
small knoll at the base of the 
mountain, a place where he had 
told Preacher Adkins he wanted 
to be buried. Adkins, together 
with Marion Eldridge, made his 
coffin of wood planks. There 
were few people at the burial of 
Richard Watson, six or eight, all 
men. There were no mourners, 
no tears, at last the old man was 
really free. 

At the time of Richard 
Watson’s death he had quite a 
sum of money, and it was this 
that caused his death, the thieves 
thinking he kept his money in 
his cabin. It was from Dick’s 
money that the Wastons paid for 
his gravestone. 

I am grateful to Rev. Rufus 
Lannin, Rev. Cecil Lewis, Gene 
Lannin, and Mona Eldridge. But 
for them and their good memo- 
ries this story would not have 
been possible. Also special 
thanks to my good friend, Edd 
Stinson, son of that wonderful 
lady, Linnie Stinson. 

This was how it was that an 
eight-year-old black slave came 
to Elliott County, owned land, 
paid taxes, loved his home and 
land and lived out his life until 
his unfortunate and untimely 
death and was buried here on his 
own land.

The difference

The difference between abuse 
and neglect is that abuse repre- 
sents an action against a child 
while neglect represents a lack of 
action for the child.

In 
abuse, a physical or mental injury 
is inflicted upon a child. In ne- 
glect, there is a failure to meet the 
minimum needs of the child such 
as the need for adequate food, su- 
pervision, shelter, guidance, edu- 
cation, clothing, or medical care. 
It may be mentioned at this point 
that abuse may be directed toward 
only one child in the family while 
neglect usually involves all the 
children in the family.

UNITE meth lab raid in 
Rowan forces evacuation 



MOREHEAD — Nearly 200 
homes were evacuated as a pre- 
caution after an active metham- 
phetamine lab was discovered 
when law enforcement officials 
served a search warrant Wednes- 
day afternoon, March 28, in the 
Clearfield Estates Mobile Home 
Park. 

Operation UNITE arrested 24- 
year-old Nicholas Sorrell, of 
Mcbrayer Road in Clearfield, on 
one count each of manufacturing 
methamphetamine and first-de- 
gree trafficking in a controlled 
substance (methamphetamine). 

“Residents were placed in con- 
siderable danger by this opera- 
tion,” said Paul Hays, deputy law 
enforcement director for UNITE. 
“Mr. Sorrell callously disregarded 
the safety of others each time he 
produced methamphetamine 
within this subdivision.” 

The type of production method 
being used by Sorrell creates 
phosphene gas - “a very deadly, 
odorless, colorless and tasteless 
gas,” Hays explained. “The 
‘cooking’ stage is also a very 
volatile time, as any sudden tem- 
perature change can trigger an ex- 
plosion.” 

A search warrant was obtained 
for the home based upon evidence 
gathered during an approximately 
six-month investigation that in- 
volved detectives from Operation 
UNITE, the Morehead Police De- 
partment, U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration, Kentucky State 
Police Drug Enforcement Special 
Investigations Unit, and the U.S. 
Forest Service. 

“Each of these agencies had a 
part in putting this case together,” 
Hays said. “The Morehead Police 
Department was especially help- 
ful throughout the investigation.” 

Police recovered approxi- 
mately 5 grams of processed 
methamphetamine inside the 
home. 

More suspects have been iden- 
tified in connection with the in- 
vestigation and more arrests are 
expected. 

At about 4 p.m. seven UNITE 
detectives accompanied by four 
officers from the Morehead Po- 
lice Department went to the home 
to serve the search warrant. 

Upon entering the home they 
spotted materials involved in 
making meth in the kitchen and 
found Sorrell in a bathroom. He 
was immediately placed under 
arrest and everyone retreated out- 
side until cleanup crews could 
arrive. 

“Fortunately we caught Mr. 
Sorrell between production 
stages, a time when the potential 
danger was relatively low, but we 
didn’t know that until our crews 
arrived to clean up the lab.” Hays 
said. “Anyone exposed to the 
chemical fumes during produc- 
tion could experience long-term 
health problems or lung damage.” 

Authorities immediately or- 
dered everyone living within a 
1,000-foot radius of Sorrell’s 
home to be evacuated as a safety 
precaution. This included ap- 
proximately 150 trailers in three 
mobile home parks and 50 nearby

Morehead Mayor Brad Collins 
opened the Perkins Community 
Center as a shelter, while Rowan 
County Public Schools Superin- 
tendent Marvin Moore allowed 
children to play inside Clearfield 
Elementary School - which is lo- 
cated less than one-quarter mile 
from the scene. 

Units from the Morehead Fire 
Department, Emergency Medical 
Services, Region 8 Haz-Mat 
Team and Rowan County Emer- 
gency Management assisted in 
securing the scene. 

“Anything we wanted or 
needed was made available to 
us,” Hays said. “We really appre- 
ciate the professional support and 
assistance they provided.” 

A UNITE meth lab clean-up 
crew arrived from Fondon about 
7:30 p.m. The scene was declared 
safe enough to allow residents 
back in their homes about 1 1 p.m. 

Sorrell was lodged in the 
Rowan County Detention Center.

Second meth lab found in 
Rowan County 

MOREHEAD - For the sec- 
ond time within a 24-hour period 
law enforcement officials on 
March 30 discovered a metham- 
phetamine lab in Rowan County. 

The second operation was lo- 
cated on Rose Road in the Dry 
Creek community, approximately 
two miles from an active lab that 
forced the evacuation of nearly 
200 homes in Clearfield two 
nights earlier. “This lab was not 
active, but he had everything 
there to make methamphet- 
amine,” said Paul Hays, deputy 
law enforcement director for Op- 
eration UNITE. “Because there 
were no chemical reactions tak- 
ing place we did not have to 
evacuate during the clean-up.” 

UNITE arrested 29-year-old 
Earl Cutwright, Jr., on one count 
each of manufacturing metham- 
phetamine, first-degree traffick- 
ing in a controlled substance 
(methamphetamine), possession 
of drug paraphernalia, and pos- 
session of marijuana less than 8 
ounces. He was lodged in the 
Rowan County Detention Center. 

Officers discovered a variety 
of chemicals and materials used 
to produce methamphetamine in 
a back bedroom and in 
Cutwright’ s vehicle. Items found 
included propane tanks, lithium 
batteries, anhydrous ammonia 
and coffee filters still containing 
meth residue from a recent pro- 
duction.

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Morgan resident undergoes new 
dental implant surgery procedure

Lynn Bush, of West Liberty, 
was in Louisville on March 15 for 
a taping to be part of a television 
show and commercial on dental 
implants. She was the fourth per- 
son in Kentucky to have the new 
“teeth in an hour” procedure per- 
formed. 

The time consuming, painful 
process of getting dental implants 
is changing. Patients can now re- 
ceive a whole new set of implants 
in just one hour. 

CT scan technology is dra- 
matically improving one dreaded 
dental procedure. In the old days, 
the dentist had to make an inci- 
sion in the tissue to expose the 
bone of the jaw. Then once the 
implant was placed, there was a 
period of healing followed by an- 
other surgery to uncover the im- 
plants, then there was more heal- 
ing up to six months. 

Dr. Cieslak at Louisville Oral 
Surgery and Dental Implants was 
the first dentist in Louisville to 
offer the new teeth in an hour. 

Thanks to CT technology, high 
tech pictures are now replacing 
invasive procedures. No more 
cutting gum tissue to check for 
bone quality. They now use vir- 
tual reality to see the quality of 
bone in three dimensions and then 
place the implants pre- surgical. 
Now the implant replacements 
require only puncture wounds, 
which is definitely easier. Even 
more importantly, the pain is de- 
creased tremendously as is the 
healing time. 

Once the implants are placed 
the prosthesis immediately fol- 
lows for a complete permanent set 
of teeth. Because the procedure is 
much less invasive, Lynn was 
able to bite into foods immedi- 
ately after having it done. 

The cost is comparable to tra- 
ditional implants, ranging from a 



few thousand dollars for a couple 
of implants to $19,000 for a full 
set of upper or lower teeth. Lynn 
says it was a lot of money, but it 
was well worth the almost 
$40,000 she spent. 

“It’s almost unbelievable to go 
in and have this done and have no 
pain,” Lynn said. “I left the sur- 
gery center and went straight to a 
restaurant to eat. To be able to go 
in and in one hour leave with a 
new set of teeth is fantastic. What 
more could you want?” 

Lynn periodically travels to 
Louisville for check-ups, but says 
it is well worth every mile she 
travels to receive treatment and 
care, and if she had to would 
travel further. She said she would 
highly recommend Louisville 
Oral Surgery and Dental Implants 
and Dr. Cieslak to anyone any- 
where. 



She recommends that anyone 
interested contact Kim Jones, the 
implant consultant for Louisville 
Oral Surgery and Implants, at 
502-231-2230.
